News of Good 
Things Growing... 


Thoughts of “good things 
growing in Michigan” develop 
images of bountiful fields and 
orchards awaiting harvest. 
There are other agriculture in- 


dustries not quite as visible but - 
equally important for good — 
health and meal preparation, — 


including the dairy industry. 

Milk is the largest single item 
sold from Michigan farms, ac- 
counting for about a quarter of 
farmers’ cash receipts. An 
estimated 4,793 million pounds 
of milk was produced in 1978 
(latest figures available), ac- 
cording to the Michigan Depar- 
tment of Agriculture. Dairy 
cows can mow produce 72 
glasses of milk daily, 300 days 
of the year. Americans con- 
sume an average 288.9 pounds 
of milk and cream each year- 
the largest per capita consump- 
tion of any food commodity. 

Michigan dairies also 
produced 28.5 million pounds of 
butter, 53.6 million pounds of 
cottage cheese, 32 million poun- 
ds of natural cheese and 34.9 
million gallons of ice cream in 
1978. 

The dairy industry has come 
a long way since the days of 
milking cows by hand and sit- 
ting on the porch all day chur- 


. ning butter! 


Modern milking is done in 


. sanitary milking parlors with 


machines. The milk is then 
transported through tubes con- 
nected to the milking machines 
to a bulk holding tank for pick 
up. Trained MDA inspectors 
check milking parlors and all 


‘milk house equipmerit. for: 


sanitation. Only farms issued a 
state permit with sanitation ap- 
proval may supply Grade A 
milk to dairies. 

Retail butter must be manu- 
factured in a commercial 
creamery and be at least 80 
percent milk fat, with no added 
ingredients except salt or color- 
ing as state and federal stan- 
dards require. If coloring is ad- 
ded, this must be shown on the 
label,

cheese factories, where rnany 


. of the more than 400 varieties of 


cheese are produced, including 
cheddar, Colby, Monterey, 
Italian, Muenster, brick, cream 
and farmer cheeses,

Food Stamp Program 
Running out of Funds 


The federal food stamp 
program will be eliminated 


~ June 1 if Congress does not act 


to raise or eliminate the spen- 


' ding ceiling for the program. 


More than 40,000 poor and 
elderly people in Northern 
Michigan rely on food stamps to 
feed their families. The 
Michigan Department of Social 
Services has verified that the 
program will be stopped on 
June 1 if additional funding is 
not authorized. 

The food stamp program is 
not very popular with a lot of 
people. It certainly needs 
reform. As with a lot of welfare 
programs there is a great deal 
of abuse that goes on in the food 


stamp program. There are — 
some alternative programs — 


being discussed in Congress 
that seem to have a lot of merit. 
One in particular, the workfare 
program, would require all 
able-bodied people to work 
before qualifying for assistan- 
ce. 
The original ceiling for this 
year’s food stamp program was 
set at $6.2 billion. Legislation 


has already passed the Senate — 


which would eliminate the 
ceiling on the program entirely. 
The House Agriculture Com- 
mittee has reported legislation 
which would raise the ceiling, 
and allow an additional percen- 
tage increase if neccessary. I 
predict that some sort of legis- 
lation will be passed, and the 
program will not be allowed to 
expire. 

Despite the bad reputation 
our welfare system has, the 
majority of recipient are truly 
needy people who could not sur- 
vive without assistance.

A bright spot, however, was 
my coincidental rendezvous 
with a friend I had met in 
Australia and with whom I was 
planning to do some trekking in 
the mountains.

We headed off to Pokara from 
where we could begin a trek to 
the mountains but after 
arriving I realized that my 
diarrhea, loss of appetite and 
energy and close to 301 Ibs. sin- 
ce beginning my trip should be 
attended to first. A trip to the 
hospital and a chat with the doc- 
tors determined that I had 
something close to amoebic 
dysentary. I began the treat- 
ment and with trekking now out 
of the question I decided to quit 
Nepal and move rather quickly 
towards India. Furthermore, 
the pre-monsoon haze had 
already begun to obstruct the 
spectacular views of mountains 
which I had especially hoped to 
photograph.

The puppies are placed with 
the 4-H members and their

friend, as the dog will be the 
constant companion for his 


‘blind master and must be able 


to cope with the many different 
situations that will occur. 

At the end of the year, the 
4-H group will take their dogs to 
the “leader dogs for the Blind” 
training school in Rochester. 
There the dogs will be checked 
over by the school vet to be sure 
they have strong hips and are in 
good physical condition. If the 
dog does have a health problem, 
he will be rejected right away. 

The dogs are then taken by 


_the school trainers for a walk to 


see how the dog handles and if 
he has any fears or drawbacks. 
They will walk through heavy 
traffic and cross streets, walk 
up and down stairs and walk by 
noisy machinery. If the dog 
cannot handle or cope with 
either of these situations, they 
will also be rejected. 

If the dog passes these first 
two tests he will enrolled in the 
school, and will hopefully and 
successfully complete 4 months 
of intense training. 

During the last 3 weeks the 
dog will be matched up with a 
blind student who has also come 
to the school to train. Finally, if 
all goes well, the dog and his 
master will graduate and go 
home to start their new life 
together as an_ inseparable 


team. 


The 4Hers will then be 


notified by the school of their 
“leader dogs” location, but only 
the country or state will be 
named. The 4-Hers are asked 
not to try to contact their dog’s 
new Owner as he has now begun 
a new life and future of his own. 
The 4-Hers, however, do 
receive a picture of the dog and 
his new master on their gradu- 
ation day. They will always 
have those memories and that 
special feeling of knowing they 
raised a leader dog for the 
blind-the eyes for some special 
person somewhere in the world.

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NOW THAT the hoopla is past and the 
votes have been counted, it’s obvious that 
political decision-makers in Michigan 
must take a long, hard look at Michigan’s 
presidential primary system. 

The primary is just not working the 
way is should. 

Look at this year, for example. 
Michigan Democrats didn’t use the pri- 
mary system at all. Instead, they opted 
for their own private caucus system to 
select delegates to the national 
nominating convention, turning the 
statewide presidential primary into some- 
thing it wasn’t intended to be. at all—a 
strictly one-party preferential vote. 

Eight years ago, the primary results 
were skewered, too. That’s when George 
Wallace came out as the choice of Michi- 
gan Democrats, thoroughly embarrassing 
regular party leaders and giving a false 
shading to what was really going on in 
Michigan Democratic circles. 


OF COURSE, the 1972 Democratic 


vote for Wallace was heavily Republican, 
according to most Democratic leaders; 
that means many Republicans decided to 
vote Democrat instead, either (a) ex- 


pressing a real choice for George Wallace, 


or (b) seeking to embarrass the Michigan 
Democratic hierarchy. ' 

This year, Michigan Democrats were 
free to return the favor. With their party 
selections made in advance, Michigan 
Democrats could wreak whatever havoc 
they chose in the Republican part of the 
primary. 

Republican candidates George Bush 
and Ronald Reagan were openly courting 
Democratic cross-over votes, hoping to (a) 
whip the other one, and (b) indicate their 
own broad, citizen appeal. 

THEN THERE'S the question of how 
the candidates get on or off the ballot. 
The 1980 presidential primary ballots in 
Michigan were ridiculous. 

For example, John Anderson—who is 
no longer in the Republican race—was 
listed as one of the Republican candi- 
dates. He made his shift to independent 
status too late to change the details, the 
courts ruled, so Anderson was one of. the 
“Republican candidates” when really, he

Then there was the Democratic side of 
the ballot. The only two real live candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomination at 
the time were President Carter and Sen. 
Kennedy, yet neither was listed as a can- 
didate; they asked off so the party’s 
closed-caucus system would have some 
legitimacy.

WHAT A SYSTEM; the primary has 
been twisted and distorted through cir- 
cumstances so that the results, for both 
parties, have relatively little meaning if 
any at all. 


This year, estimates of cost of the state-_ 


wide primary ran to $4 million; Demo- 
crats, incidentally, spent about $50,000 
for their caucus system, according to 
Libby Maynard, state party chairman. 

The primary is too expensive a play- 
thing to keep around unless it means 
something. About the only ones who got 
anything meaningful out of the Michigan 
primary system this year were the radio 
and television ad departments (note that 
not many Bush-Reagan ads ran in news- 
papers for some reason) and others who 
have wares to peddle in or near the cam- 
paigning process, 

Before the next presidential year rolls 
around, Michigan should seriously think 
about scrapping the whole idea of a presi- 
dential primary. No primary at all would 
be better than the way it’s done now.
